Attack on Legion 

Governor Hugh. M. Dorsey said 
last night when his attention was 
called to the Barnesville inci- 
dent in which Curtis Barrett, 
who enlisted as a private soldier 
in the war, denounced Grover 
Edmundson for his attack on the 
American Legion: 

“The attack on the American 
Legion is an attack on every 
Georgia boy who wore the uni- 
form of our country and in its 
defense. The American Legion 
itself is composed of perhaps as 
much as 90 per cent of those 
who answered the call of their 
country as privates. | 

“The state will not tolerate such 
shameless villification of brave 
men, and I glory in the heroism 
of such young men as Curtis 
Barrett, who had the cougage 
and the manhood to speak the 
truth as he did yesterday.” .

‘Barnesvilie, Ga., August 4.—(Spe- 
eial.)—One of the most sensational 
incidents that ever occurred in 
Barnesville took place today. 

Thomas EF. Watson was scheduled 
te speak here at the Gordon insti- 
tution at“1k o’clock this morning, 
and at that hour the large audito- 
rium was crowded—largely with 
friends and political supporters of 
Watson, though quite a large num- 
ber of the spectators were there 
out of curiosity. 

Watson spoke, making his usual 
harangue, bitterly attacking Wood- 
row Wilson and criticising the atti- 
tude of the democratic party gen- 
erally. 

Incidentally he cast his usual re- 
flection upon the American Legion, 
his aspersion in that respect being 
received with indifference, if not 
coldness by the audience. 

Edmondson’s Bitter Attack. 

When Watson finished Grover Ed- 
mondson, who is accompanying him 
on his speaking tour, was intro- 

uced as the next speaker. 

dmondson started his usual 
harangue and pretty soon began to 
follow the line of Watson's attack 
on the American Legion, which or- 
ganization he said was formed by 
officers for the purpose of perpetu- 
ating militarism in this country. He 
followed Watson's appeal to class 
hatred between the officers and the 
privates, Watson having previously 
gaid that the officers composing the 
American Legion had often unnec- 
essarily exposed the privates to the 
hardships of weather conditions. 

The speaker, who had himself 


been sent to France in uniform, was} 


particularly severe in criticising the 
American Legion and the manage- 


ment of thé war generally, stating 


that the service of most of the 
members of the legion who had gone 
to” France had been characterized 
by their capacity for “drinking 
wine and neglect of duty.” 

Called Down by Private Barrett. 

Suddenly. a young man in the rear 
ef the audience arose and quietly 
pointing his finger at the speaker, 
said: 

“Will you give Me a moment to 
reply to that?” 

Edmondson’ paused, consented, 
and the young man advanced to the 
front, his face livid, his teeth

~ ARRESTED AGAIN 


Officials Afraid Woman, 
Who Is Said to Be Seri- 
ously Ill, Might Try to 
Escape. oe | 


Re-arrested at about noon 
Wednesday, Mrs. Catherine Brad- 
street, woman principal in the sen- 
sational Fairburn Banking com- 
pany embezzlement case, is now in 
the Campbell county jail in Falir- 
burn, awaiting her trial, which will 
be called next Wednesday before 
Judge John B. Hutcheson, of the 
Stone Mountain circuit. 

Mrs. Bradstreet was at liberty 
under a $5,000 bond as an accessory 
to the embezzlement of a large 
amount from the’ bank, for which 
Willfam B. Green, former vice-pres- 
dent of the institution. was convict- 
ed and sentenced to serve a term 
of five years in the penitentiary. 

It is understood that the author- 
ities were not satisfied with Mrs. 
Bradstreet’s bond, and being afraid 
that she might attempt to escape, 
re-arrested her. Stie is said to be 
under the care of two, physicians, 
but no diagnosis has been an- 
nounced of her illness, which is 
said to be serious. 

May Try Green for Arson. 

It has also developed that the 
prosecution - will probably attempt 
to try Green on the arson charge 
for which he was indicted at the 
same time the indictment charging | 
embezzlemefit was lodged against 
him by the Campbell grand jury. 
It is said that the bank authorities 
are anxious that the case be finally 
disposed of at the approaching ses- 
sion of the Campbell superior court, 
and that the trial of Green on the 
second indictment may be held in 
the same session which tries Mrs. 
Bradstreet as: his alleged accom- 
plice in the embezzlement. 

Green is now at his home in Fair- 
burn, under a $40,000 bond which | 
was imposed at the time of his con- 
viction in March, and which covers 
on embezzlement ande arson 
charges. He was released under 
bond\at that time pending motion 
for a new trial, which has since 
been denied. It is understood that 
his attorneys are now preparing to 
take his case before the court of 
appeals, but it seems that his con- 
viction in/March, and which covers 
will have no éffect on the trial for 
arson, if the prosecution pushes 
that indictment. 

Sensational Case. ‘i 

The case of the Fairburn bank 
embezzlement and burning was one 
of the most sensational to “break” 
in this section for some time, 
interest being’ heightened by the 
allegations that Green was ex- 
pending large sums of the bank’s 
money on automobiles, jewels, 
furs and fine clothing for Mrs. 
Bradstreet, with whom he is sup- 
posed to have been enamoured, and 
with whom he admitted on the 
stand that he was infatuated. 

A writ of lunacy was at one time 
sworn out for Green by his broth- 
ers, of Fairburn and Union City, 
who’ say that his present extreme 
nervous condition is traceable to his 
worries about the woman in the 
case. It was stated in a recent 
hearing that Green suffered a ner- 
vous collapse recently when Mrs. 
Bradstreet called him over the tel- 
ephone at his home in Fairburn.

In Wire to Thomas W. 
‘Hardwick He Is Re- 

-quested to Give Part of 
‘His Time at Atlanta 
Meeting to Legion 
Speaker. 


W. A. SIRMON NAMED

Hardwick Headquarters 

Intimates That He Will 
Refuse to Meet Legion 
Representative at the 
Auditorium. 


The special committee of the At- 
anta Post No. 1 of the American 
Legion elected to conduct the cam- 
paign against Hardwick and Wat- 
son wired Thomas W. Hardwick, 
candidate for governor. Wednesday 
morning requesting that he divide 


the time in his meeting, which is to 
be held at the Atlanta Auditorium 
on Friday night and allow W. A. 
Sirmon, an ex-soldier and a member 
of the committee, to discuss issues 
relative to Mr. Hardwick's cam- 
paign. 

The committee asked to divide the 
time so as tq allow forty-five min- 
utes for Mr/ Hardwick and forty- 
five minutes for Mr. Sirmon and fif- 
teen minutes for Hardwick in which 
to reply. Two of the members of 
the committee were named to meet 
with representatives of Mr. Hard- 
wick to arrange détails and to ar- 
range for sharing expenses of the 
meéting. 

Following is the telegram, which 
was sent to Mr. Hardwick at Ella- 
ville, Ga.

t was stated at the h - 
ters of Mr. Hardwick that “aan. 
mer senator would probably refuse 
the request of the legion, inasmuch 
as Mr. Sirmon is not a candidate in 
the race. lit was suggested by G. 
H. Howard, campaign manager, that 
an ex-officer would be placed at 
the disposal of the l.gion who would 
attempt to vindicate Mr. Hardwick's 
stand in a discussion with Mr. Sir- 
mon. 

Headquarters of the committee 
have been established in room 1613 
Healey building. An office force has 
been employed. and plans put in op- 
eration for the campaign. Subscrip- 
tions began to pour in from all over 
the state Wednesday and indications 
showed that the legion posts in 
almost every part of the state were 
back of the committee, 

The following letter was sent to 
every American Legion post in 
Georgia Wednesday, together with 
copies of statements outlining the 
stand taken against Watson and 
Hardwick:

54,000,000 GALLONS

whisky in bonded warehouses in 
the United States, a dwindling of 
about 6,000,000 gallons since Jan- 
uary 16, when prohibition became 
effective, according to Jehn F.

The quantity of liquor withdrawn 
indicates that it was not all used

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No Trseis F ee 
Of Missing Baby 
In Crank’s Home 


Officials - Refuse to Dis- 
cuss. Peculiar Prisoner, 
Captured by State-Wide 
Net of Policemen. 


Philadelphia, August 4,—Postal 
inspectors announced today that a 
search of the house where “the 
crank,” under arrest in connéction 
with the kidnaping of the 13- 
months-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George H. Coughlin, of Norristown, 
, Pa., said he resided, revealed no 
trace of the missing child. What 
else was; found in the place that 
might lead to the recovery of the 
baby or connect “the crank” with 
the actual kidnaping, George A. 
Leonard, chief postal inspector, said 
he was not at liberty to reveal. The 
inspector added that the man under 
arrest, who the Pennsylvania state 
police and the postal ‘authorities 
say they believe is th. man wanted, 
is well to do and prominent in the 
community where he said he lived. 
It was reported tonight that he 
was a resident of New Gretna, N. J., 
where he recently, purchased a 
house and an automobile. His name 
is said to indicate that he was for- 
eign born. Leonard declared he be- 


lieves the child is in charge of 
persons in Philadelphia who do not 


know it is the kidnaped baby. 

Until the authorities complete 
their examination of the prisoner 
and investigating the story he tells, 
his name will not be made public 
nor will the place where he is be- 
ing held be revealed. .He was ar- 
rested’ in Egg Harbor, N. J.. Mon- 
day and is believed to be under 
detention in a south Jersey town, 

‘Demanded Money. 

To the public the prisoner is 
known as “the crank” because he is 
suspected of being the man who 
wrote letters signed “the crank” 
to Coughlin demanding $12,000 for 
the return of the child. Coughlin 
placed the money where designated 
on June 17, fifteen days after the 
baby was taken from its crib on the 
second floor of the Coughlin home 
by means of a ladder. 

The money disappeared without 
any clue to the child bein& revealed. 

Postal Inspector Leonard confirm- 
ed the dramatic story of the meth- 
ods used in trapping and capturing 
the man suspected of being the kid- 
naper. According to Leonard, the 
Coughling recently received more 
letters demanding $10,000 for the re- 
turn of the child. Correspondence 
with the writer was carried on 
through newspaper advertisements 
and it was arranged that Coughlin 
should drop’ the money in a box 
from a railroad train between Cam- 
den and Atlantic City, when he saw 
a white sheet flying from a tree. 

Covered by Police. , 

The Pennsylvania state police and 
the postal authorities co-operated. 
One hundred and ten policemen in 
civilian clothes covered the railroad 
from Camden to Atlantic City, a 
distance of fifty-six miles. The dis- 
tance was divided into sections and 
each section numbered. Coughlin 
was given a map showing the sec- 
tions and was instructed to display 
from the car window the number 
of the section when he threw out 
the box. He boarded the train, saw 
the white sheet a short distance 
from Egg Harbor, threw out the 
box and displayed the figure 13, 
which were seen by state policemen 
along the railroad. They immediate- 
ly went to that section. A man was 
Observed to come from the woods, 
pick up something from the tracks 
and disappear. He was traced 
through the timber and captured in 
Egg Harbor. Bloodhounds were put 
on the trail to prove the man was 
the right one and they carried the 
scent to the spot where he was 
captured. State policemen, who 
traveled on a\special train preced- 
ing the regular train, also figured 
in the capture. 

The prisoner, Chief Leonard said, 
had more than $100 in his clothes.

COSTUMES OF WOMEN 
SEVERELY CRITICIZED 


Preacher Offers List of 
Names of Witnesses to 
Bear Out His Charges, 
and Park Board Then 
Orders Probe. 


Investigation of charges of im- 
morality at the city swimming pools 
will be made by a special committee 
from the park board, appointed at 
its session Wedensday afternoon 
after it had been decided that some 
action should be taken on the alle- 
gations incorporated in the state- 
ment read toe board by Dr. C. A. 
Ridley, pastor of the Central Bap- 
tist church. The committee, headed 
by C. T. Bailey, chairman, is further 
composed of H. F. Garrett, J. H. 
Porter and A. N. Thom, president 
of the board, ex-officio. 

Dr. Ridr’y, before reading his pa- 
per to the board, told the members 
that he reserved the right to retire 
immediately after the reading, and 
that he would read from his paper 
all that he cared to say on the “opie 
at that nreeting. He said that he 
could be reached at his home for 
any further inquiries, which he 
would give personally, ,either in 
private. or publicly to members of 
the board or other citizens. 

The only objction rendered to the 
statement made was that the minis- 
ter retired after its reading, and Mr. 
Bailey expressed himself ag grati- 
fied that the statement did not con- 
tain the statement that .the city 
officials were “winking at” yiola- 
tions of the morad code of the city’s 
swimming pools, which Dr. Ridley 
had been represented as making. 

“Dr. Ridley’s statement, printed be- 
low, mentioned one or two instances 
of what he tremed objectionable be- 
havior, and included a list of names 
which thé doctor said might be used 
as sources of proof and corrobora- 
tion of his accusations. 

[Investigation Committee. 

The investigating committee was 
appointed at the suggestion of Har- 
vey Hatcher, mayor pro tem, who 
said that he did not approve of the 
manner in which Dr. Ridley had 
made his allegations public without 
first registering a protest through 
the proper authorities, but that he 
believed the statement could not 
be ignored, since the minister had 
offered names which might be used 
in securing proof of moral laxity 
among the patrong of the pools. 

Several members of the board 
Stated that they had observed the 
policemen and caretakers in their 
duties at the pools and were sure 
that every possible precaution was 
taken against any of the immoral 
practices charged by Dr. Ridley. It 
Was also said that if it were found 
that more police protection was 
needed at the pools the city police 
department would grant it. 

In criticising Dr. Ridley’s manner 
of presenting the statement to the 
board, H, G. Garrett said tlirat he 
did not think the method of making 
the affair public through the pul- 
pit, instead of presenting it through 
the proper channels, was the correct 
means of getting correction. Be- 
sides, he said, it is hardly possible 
to keep a few immoral peeple out 
of the pools when you consider the 
fact that more than 200000 people 
have visited them during the sum- 
mer so far. 

117,442 Visit Pools in Month. 

A report of the general manager 
of parks for the month of July, 
read at the meeting, -showed that 
177,442 people had visited the pools 
of the city during that month. Upon 
the receipt of this information, sev- 
eral members of the board called at- 
tention to the comparatively small 
number of protests which had been 
received on improper behavior at the 
pools. , 

Before the reading of Dr. Ridley’s 
Statement to the board, Mrs. J. E. 
Andrews, ex-president of the Geor- 
gia Parent-Teachers’ association, 
told the board that she had en- 
joyed the privileges granted at the 
pools, but that unless some action 
was taken to restrict costumes, she 
would not feel justified in taking 
her children there again. She con- 
tended that any irregularities in 
behavior were more or less directly 
traceable to laxities in the matter 
of dress. 

The subject of swimming cos- 
tumes was discussed at the session, 
and it was recommended that steps 
be taken to see that all regulations 
Which have been made to govern 
the attire of bathers be rigidly en- 
forced. . "

bathing suits to the swimmers at

Executive Issues State-' 
ment in Which He An- 
nounces He Will Be Can- 
didate in Primary.

Governor Dorsey yesterday, on 
his return from a trip to Americus 
and other Georgia towns, confirmed 

e announcement made for him in 
: press Sunday that he would be 

the race for the senate in the 
September primary, and further 
announced that his formal state- 
ment and platform would be releas- 
ed for publication Friday. 

The governor has simply been 
overwhelmed with correspondence 
since the announcement was made 
FO im that he would be in the 
race and the brief statement given 
out last night was intended to 
carry the certain news to all of his 
inquiring friends that he would. be 
definitely in the race, it being a 
physical impossibility for him to 
answer them all individually just at. 
this ‘time. His statement follows: 

Formal Announcement, 

“In reply to the numerous in- 
qQuiries which have been made 
£ mre, and to authenticate the 


time that I will offer in the 

September primary for nom- 

ination by the demacrats of 

Georgia for the office of United 

States senator from this state. 

“It has been a physical im- 

possibility to make individual 
reply in this short space of 
time -to the communications 
which have come to me since 
last Sunday, or to prepare the 
formal announcemént which I 
expect to make. As rapidly as 
possible the communications 
will be answered, and it is my 
purpose to issue my formal an- 
nouncemeént in a few days.” 

The governor, on his return 
from a two ot “> out of the 
city, was besieged“jfractically all of 
Wednesday with callers who 
pledged him their support in the 
campaign, which is to be opened 
at once. 

State headquarters will be open- 
ed to the public in thg Kimball 
house Monday morning. Arrange- 
ments are already making for the 
Organization of the speaking -bu- 
reau of the Dorsey party, and an- 
nouncement of the speakers and 
dates will be ready by the end of 
the week. 

It is notable that many of the 
men who are strongest for Dorsey 
in this campaign have heretofore 
| been supporters of other men in 
political life. Voluntary offers of 
aid and support of an active nature 
are already in hand from every 
city and practically every town of 
any importance at all in the whole 
state. 

Invited to Notification. 

The governor has received a very 
pressing invitation to attend the no- 
tification exercises of Governor Cox 
in Dayton. In fact he has received 
two invitations, it was announced 
Wednesday. Of course, owing to 
the fact that his time will be very 
much occupied with the closing 
days of the general assembly, he 
was compelled to decline. 

The apparent effort of some of 
the friends of Senator Smith to 
make it appear that the race would 
be between the senator and Mr. 
Watson and that only Senator Smith 
could defeat the Thomson man, is 
not meeting with confirmation in 
any unbiased quarter. Mr. Watson 
himself, in an authorized statement 
given out at Fort Valley Wednes- 
day said: “It does not*seem to me 
that Senator Smith and I should as- 
sume that we are the only candi- 
dates in the field. My own opinion 
is that Governor Dorsey will be very 
much in the fiejd.” 

Mr. Watson said that he had sent 
no direct challenge to Senator Smith 
for a joint debate, but that in his 
Tennille speech he had declared 
that points he Jad made on Senator 
Smith’s recofd he could substantiate 
in a joint debate. He continued: 


“When two genjlemen, one at 
Moultrie and one at Waycross, vol- 
umteered to arrange the two de- 
bates for Senator Smith and. myself, 
I was compelled to interpose objec- 
tion, This was because I had not 
been consulted and because I did 
not desire to have two debates in 
one day. 

“After these gentlemen had gone

Will Defer Action.

Hon. W. A. Covington, House of Repre- 
sentatives, State Capitol—Dear Sir: In com- 
pliance with your request for an opinion as 
to the reapportionment of the representa- 
tives of the general assembly by the pres- 
ent session of the legislature, I have care- 
fully gone into the question involved in 
this matter and have reached the following 


conclusions: 

Article 3, section 8, paragraph 2, of the 
constitution of the state of Georgia pro- 
vides that the apportionment of the repre- 
sentation in the house shall be ctanged by 
the general assembly at its first scssion 
after each census taken by the United 
States government. 

The census act of congress of 1919 makes 
no provision as to when the census shaj] be 
completed and take effect, other than that 
it should be completed within three years 
from the first day of July, 1919. The gen- 
eral rule appears to be that in the absence 
of a time specified when a census shall 
take effect the same takes effect from the 
date of the official publication of the re- 
sult of such cénsus by the officer or bu- 
reau charged with the duty of taking same. 
(See valume 17, Juris, ge )

Washington, August 4.—With the 
desperate plight of Poland emphas- 
ized in dispatches foreshadowing the 
imminent fall of Warsaw and tell- 
ing of the proclamation in Polish 
districts of a soviet government, the 
position of the United States toward 


the swift development of events in 
Europe engaged the serious consid- 


eration of officials of the govern- 


iment. 


Despite reiterated appeals to the 
United States government by Po- 
land through its minister, Prince 
Lubormirski, for extension of morat, 
if not materia) aid, there has, been 
evidenced as yet no disposition 
shown among officials to reflect a 
departure of the United States from 
the neutral position assumed at the 
beginning of hostilities between Po- 
land and Russia. 

Officials have held that inasmuch 
as the present conflict originated 
from causes to which the United 
States was not a party, this coun- 
try should continue its present po- 
sition. Whether the United States 
might be moved to depart from this 
Position of aloofness in the event of 
anything approaching a crisis in the 
relations of Russia towards Eyrope 
officials refrained today from in- 
dicating. 

Upon one occasion, at least, it was 
recalled, this country was moved to 
take a hand in behalf of Poland 
in imsisting that Czecho-Slovakia 
impose no obstacles to transporta- 
tion through her territory of sup- 
plies destined to Poland. At the 
Same time, however, this action was 
defended on the ground\fthat the 
supPlies were purchased from this 
country by Poland prior to the out- 
break of hostilities with Russia. 
There also was recalled the dec- 
laration of war made against the 
United States by the soviet govern- 
ment in a wireless proclamation 
upon the entrance into Russia of 
the American. expeditionary force.

PLAN FOR SUPPORT 
OF HIGH SCHOOLS 


Constitutional Amend- 


ment Voted by House. 
Favor Higher Legal Ad- 
vertising Rates. 


By the requisite two-thirds ma- 
jority, the house yesterday morning 
voted to submit aie constitutional 
amendment to the people providing 
for the support of high schools from 
the treasury of the state. As the 
constitution now stands, the state's 
money can only be appropriated to 
the state university and to the com- 
mon schools. 

Mr. Carswell, of Wilkinson, the 
author of the bill, said that part of 
the school fund was already being 
used for high schoo] education, al- 
though the law prohibited using it 
for instruction. above the seventh 
grade. His bill provided for appro- 
priations to the university, to nor- 
mal. schools and to high schools. 

Mr. Rogers, of Elbert, offered an 
amendment changing the wording 


to “the state university and rural 
high schools.” Mr. Alfriend, of 
Baldwin, objected to the word 
“rural” on the ground that it would 
prevént any appropriation to a high 
school located in an incorporated 
town. The word was stricken and 
the amendmertt otherwise, as pro- 
posed by Mr. Rogers was passed. 


Position of Rogers. 


Mr. Rogers maintained that the 
cities with local school systems of 
their own were already provided 
with high schools, and that the 
purpose of the amendment was to 
make a high-school education avail- 
able to boys and girls in the coun- 
try. 

How the attitude of the house 
can be reversed in a few minutes 
by the. calling of the roll was 
demonstrated at the afternoon ses- 
sion on the passage of the Dil] of 
Mr. McDaniel of Forsyth, allowing 
an increase in the rates of legal 
advertising.

Marion, Ohio., August 4.—Decry-

government, The premier’s speech 


was Virtually a reply to a state- 
ment made public in New York city 
by Archbishop Mannix on July 29, 
in which he vigorously denounced 
Mr. Hughes. 

“Demonstrations in» Amerié¢a fa- 
vorable to Archbishop Mannix,” 
said Mr. Hughes, “were carefully 
stagwe-managed in a manner similar 
to that pursued in those arranged 
in Australia, and the people who 
acclaimed him there were Sinn 
Feiners, possibly leavened with bol- 
sheviki or other wild fanatics. 

“Spurred by boundless personal 
ambition and hatred of Great Brit- 
ain, Archbishop Mannix has fanned 
the dying embers of religious bigo- 
try into a fierce blaze, gathering 
around him every fanatic allen and 
Sinn Feiner in Australia. He work- 
ed incessantly during the war to 
prevent recruiting and help the 
enemy defeat the allies, working 
great harm to Australia.”

Regulations in Race for 
Congressman From the 
Fifth District Will Be 
Practically Same as in 
the Past. 


Practically the same rules and 
regulations which have governed 
the nomination of congressmen in 
the fifth congressional district in 
past elections will be in force in 
the democratic primary to be held 
September 8. At a meeting of the 
democratic executive committee of 
the fifth congressional committee, 
which was held yesterday afternoon 
in the Hurt builging, the 10th of 
August was named the last day on 


which candidates may qualify. 

According to the rules ratified at 
the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee, the candidate receiving a 
Plurality-of votes in each county 
Primary shall name his delegates 
)from that county to the convention 
to be held at the senate chamber of 
the state capitol Saturday, Septem- 
ber 18, and the delegates will be 
instructed to vote for him. The 
mumber of delegates from each 
‘county will be twice the number of 
representatives which that county 
has in the house of representatives. 

When the delegates are organ- 
ized, ballots on a candidate will be 
taken. If no candidate receives a 
_ majority of the county unit votes 
on the first convention ballot, all 
instructions will be -canceled and 
the delegates will ballw until a 
candidate is chosen. If at the end 
of two days no nomination has been 
made by the delegates, the candi- 
date who had a plurality of county 
unit ¥°tes on the first convention 
ballot, providing that he had a 
plurality of popular votes in the 
Wifth district, will be declared 
elected. :

Debating two bills of minor im-

Senator Reege. spoke on the Dill, 
stating that if the senate was de- 
termined to pass it an amendment 
should be included which would 
submit the measure to the vote of 
the people of Fannin county at 
either the coming democratic white 
primary or the next general elec- 
tion.

Senator Bowden, of the 5th, spoke 
in favor of the bill and in opposi- 
tion to the amendment. He de- 
clared that Fannin is normally a 
republican county and that a dem- 
ocrat has not held office in it for 
ten ears.

Smith, who is named in the Dill to 
get the new office, is a democrat 
and for that reason Senator Smith 
opposed the bill. Senator Reece is 
a republican. 

Upon the motion of Senator Fer- 
mor Barrett, chairman of the legis- 
lative committee investigating the 
office of Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state 
veterinarian, the time given the 
committe to complete the investi- 
gation was extended until August 
10th, ‘Senator Barrett stated that 
the ¢Gommittee is doing all in its 
power to finish, but on account of 
the large number of witnesses to 
be heard they could not report back 
to the legislature before next week. 
No meeting of the committee was 
held Wednesday afternoon but the 
investigation will be continued at 
3 o’clock Thursday.

The greatest amount of rain- 
fall for July was in 1887 also when 
14.11 inches of rain fell in Atlanta. 
The dryest July was not in July, 
1919, as many have possibly thought, 
but the same month in 1881 when 
0.56 inches of rain was recorded.

Hugh M. Dorsey, as a candidate for

the pools be required to sterilize 
the suits in hot water after usage, 
before re-renting them. 

The committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the alleged immoral con- 
ditions was vested with authority 
te-take uny necessary steps toward 
prosecution of violators of thé reg- 
ulations in force at the pools, or 
any person found performing any 
objectionable practice at or around 
the pools. 

Dr. Ridley’s Statement. 

Dr. Ridley’s statement, in full, 
follows: 

‘‘Honorable Park Board, City—Gentle- 
men: Waiving for the time being all con- 
crete illustrations of immorality at, in and 
around. the swimming pools of Atlanta, 1 
desire to say before your bonorable board 
Sthat if you do not know of questionabie 
practices being continuously carried on at 
these bathing places, both day and night, 
and if you do net know that women of the 
most immoral character of tung sianding 
in Atlanta, women known personally to the 
officers of the law—if you ao not know 
that these women are constant visitors to 
these pools at night, and tbat they are 
there not altogether after a bath, if your 
board does not know this, it ought to 
know it. 

‘With the information I have of condi- 
tions now prevailing .at these places at 
night, I must object to my wife and daugh- 
ters being in any way connected with therm, 
and do honestly believe that most beads of 
families would feel as I feel if they would 
seriously lovk into the matter. 

“IT have been put in the light of reflect- 
ing upon the decent women who bathe at 
these pools. I deny any such intention, and 
have publicly stated, both In my pulpit and 
in the press of the city, that if there was 
any reflection upon anybody, they Drought 
it upon themselves by their associations 
with immoral and questionable men and 
women. 

No Desire to Criticise. 

‘‘Nor do I desire to criticise the officers 
who are detailed to look after tnese piaces. 
They are probably doing the best they can, 
and some of them have volunteered the in- 
formation to friends of mine tnat condi- 
tions were far worse than I had intimated. 
Those in charge of the Onkland City pool 
will welcome any effort your board may 
put forth to better conditions there. 

“Certain it is that better protection has 
been needed at Maddox park, where a 
drunken attache felled to the earth an 
aged grandfather for objecting to this same 
drunken wretch throwing his grandchildren 
into the water. Piedmont park and Grant 
park have for years been a nightly stamp- 
ing ground for men @#nd women of quéstion- 
able character, and tight bathing has made 
it infinitely worse. It is known to many 
that young girls frequent these placcs at 
night when their parents believe them in 
the sacred precincts of some friendly home. 

“With my own eyes I have seen two 
young girls bathing with two men in one 
of these pools and have seen them submit 
to suggestive handling of their persons by 
these men, and afterwards have seen these 
same young girls accompany these same 
men to the darkest spot of the park. 


“It is reported and believed by hundreds 
of good people of Atlanta that at most all 
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these pools there are men who lay and wait 
for young girls, and who approach thet 
under the pretense of teaching them how to 
swim, and then seek every possible advan- 
tage of them. 

“One of These Scamps.’’ 

“One of these scamps at the Oakland 
City pool, only a few days ago, approacned 
the young daughter of a gentleman present 
—one of the city’s merchants ana sptendid 
citizens—and the girl resented his touch. 
She requested him to leave her alone, which 
he would not do, but continuing nis further 
advances until the girl kicked him flat into 
the water. This same man sought the same 
advantage of a still younger girl, two days 
later, even renting a bathing suit for her, 
that she might come into the water with 
him. His conduct toward her was such that 
the child’s guardian has threatened his 
life. He is an illustration and a represent- 
ative of many others reported as hangers-on 
at these pools. 

“If your board really desires tnformation, 
there is certainly plenty. of it to be had. 
hand you the names of the following wel}- 
known citizens who will taxe plasure in 
giving you many important facts wearing 
upon this situation: 

‘‘Charlie Pool, A. A. Brown, J. J. Brown, 
Mrs. J. E. Andrews, Bob Foreman, Rev. Mr. 
Hickman, of the Jefferson Street Methodist 
church; Professor White; of the University 
School for Boys; J. J. Barnes, of the Barnes 
~ company, and Captain Hill, of the police 
orce. 

“‘As it appears to me your board should 
welcome all the facts in the case, and 
then put forth every effort to better con- 
ditions. Denying the existence of evil will 
not destroy the evil, nor will denunciation 
of others remedy conditions as they now 
exist. Two things seem clear to me—tfirst, 
night bathing cannot be regulated in our 
larger parks, and its perpetuity will under- 
mine the morais of the community; second, 
something should be done to regulate the 
styles of the costumes worn by women at 
these parks. Some of them are suggestive, 
inviting and disgraceful.”’ 

Another communication, in sup- 
port of Dr. Ridley’s contentions, and 
received by The Constitution, fol- 
lows:

Mr. Alfriend announced that 
he would file a minority report and 
make an effort to get the measure 
on the floor of the house. Mr. 
Cochran, of Bibb, asked to be ex- 
cused from voting. 

Mr. Alfriend, and Mr. Atkinson, 
former chairman of the G., N. and 1. 
board, appeared for the bill. Chan- 
cellor David C. Barrow, of the 
university, and, Vice Chairman Bar- 
rett, of the illedgeville school 
board, appeared against it. Thirty 
minutes were given by the commit- 
tee to each side for the presenta- 
tion of the argument. 

Mr. Alfriend dwelt upon. the 
Gober resolution fegarding the ad- 
mission of students to the school, 
although it was pointed out to him 
that it was abrogated a a law 
passed this year and already signed 
by the governor, placing the selec- 
tion of students with the président 
and faculty.

can Property Owners.

WHEAT RECOVERS 
AFTER BAD BREA 


_ Chicago, August 4.—Wild selling 
in the wheat market broke prices 
14% cents today, but a complete 
rally followed uneasiness over 
financial conditions, including a se- 
vere decline in sterling exchange, 
had much to do with the selling 
Stampede. Active demand from do- 
mestic millers helped a restore 
values, The market cloged nervous, 
half a cent net lower to 1 cent ad- 
vance, with December 2.29 to 2.30 
and March 2.32. Corn finished 2% 
cents gain, oats unchanged to %* 
cents higher, and provisions vary- 
ing from 2? cents decline to a rise 
of 32 cents. 

For the first time since the re- 
sumption of trading in future de- 
liveries the wheat pit was fully oc- 
cupied by brokers, and dealings 
were on a big scale, excitement 
waned though, after the first half 
hour and with the rush to 
largely at an end, prices scored a 
gradual recovery throurhout the 
remainder of the session. One of 
the unsettling factors early was 
gossip that contrary to general ex- 
pectations, the British royal com- 
mission had not renewed its buy- 
ine operations jin the United States. 

Other countries, nevertheless. 
were said later to have purchased 
to a liberal extent. Tal of Ca- 
nadian crop damage, together with 
the apparent increased gravity of 
European diplomatic and military 
developments had a bullish effect 
also toward the last. Corn and oats 
svmbDathized with the weakness of 
wheat.
